THE RABBIT PEST. 


They Have Been Trying for Years to Die 
pose of the Plague In Australia. 

Some years ago the Government of 
New South Wales offered a reward of 
£25,000 to anyone who suggested a really 
efficient method of getting rid of the rab- 
hits. This offer stood open for several 
years, and more than 2,000 schemes were 
offered, coming from all parts of the 
world, Many were tried, but none was 
found tobe wholly satisfactory, and 
finally the offer was withdrawn, and the 
Australians tried to make up their minds 
to the inevitable permanence of the pest. 
Ferrets, stoats, and wease _ were im- 
ported and bred in thousands, and they 
haye’ done good work. Poisons of all 
sorts were tried with but little success. 
Cats were introduced, and they also did 
good service. But the rabbits multiply at 
such an astounding rate that they haye 
much more than held their own and 
haye spread into new regions, destroying 
a large proportion of all crops whereyer 
they have penetrated. 

Directly and indirectly South Australia 
loses fully £500,000 a year from rabbits, 
The Goyernment of Victoria has been 
working hard since 1880 trying to keep 
down the plague, and has spent more 
than £800,000 in the work. The amount 
of money spent by farmers and: their 
landowners is incalculable. One man, 
owning a large estate, has spent £15,000 


A Terrible Accident on the Wabash Railway 
at Missouri City.—Several Lives Lost. 
Kansas City, June 26.—'lhe St.

Many schemes have been offered for 
making use of the rabbits commercially, 
and thus recouping at least a little of the 
loss they cause. Many thousands are 
killed and their skins used, and some- 
thing of a trade has been built up in the 
shipment of rabbits to England and else- 
where for food, either canned or frozen, 
But the world can’t live on rabbit meat, 
and it would need to {in order to afford 
the Australians a _ profitable way of 
making use of their rabbits. The skins 
are largely used for many purposes. 
One concern in Victoria uses 874,000 
rabbit skins every year, and in tho last 
seventeen years about 68,000,000 skins 
haye been exported from Victoria. 


A Boys’ Republic. 


At length Mr. George's experience had 
prepared him for the evolution of the 
complete idea of his miniature republic; 
and his young commonwealth—destined, 
as I believe, to take its honorable place 
in the history of education—was duly 
launched last summer with a membership 
of about 200 children, who remained in 
the camp fora period of two months. 
This republic is not for the smallest 
children, and the ayerage age is perhaps 
abont 15, the limits being from 12 to 17. 
The keynote of the plan introduced by 
Mr, George is perfect liberty, under a 
reign of self-imposed law. When he is 
asked how he makes the Junior Republic 
work, Mr, George replies that he does not 
try to make it work, that the boys and 
girls do that for themselves; that he does 
not impose any laws, because his repub- 
lic is not a monarchy; and that the laws 
of the republic are made by its congress, 
composed of representative citizens. Of 
course Mr, George has provided at the 
outset a certain general framework for 
the guidance of his little community. 
The constitution of the United States, 
and our famillar eyeryday institutions, 
supply the model on which the minia- 
ture republic at Freeyille proceeds to 
work out its destinies.

NODS A 
The first party to travel on the Niger 

from its upper waters to its mouth 
reached the sea about the middle of 
October, almost exactly 105 years after 
Mungo Parx nad first stood on its bank 
after months of weary murching. The 
world has known since 1879 in what 
district the third largest of Africa's 
river takes tts rise, but its actual 
sources were not discovered till last 
year. The fact that more than a cen- 
tury elapsed after a white explorer 
discovered the river before it was trac- 
ed from its source to its mouth shows 
that geographic knowledge sometimes 
grows very slowly. For many years the 
Niger River was the great conundruny 
of African geography. Nobody knew 
where its waters reached the sea, but 
many geographical experts had the 
wildest theories on the subject. Some 
of them thought it entered the Sahara 
and lost its waters in the sands; oth- 
ers, that it flowed into Lake Tchad. 
Mungo Park evolved the fantastic idea 
that it was the upper part of the Con- 
go, and the ill-fated Tuckey expedition, 
sent out by England in 1816, was in- 
structed to ascend the Congo to the 
Niger. 

Some of the most famous African ex- 
plorers, including Barth, Laing, Clap- 
perton, and Denham, made great dis~ 
coveries in other directions while they 
were really seeking to solve the prob- 
lem of the Niger. The only result of 
their Niger investigations was a fresh 
crop of erroneous theories. One of 
-them conjectured that the Niger reach- 
ed the Atlantic through the Volta, and 
another through the Lagos, while Bow- 
ditch revived the Congo hypothesis. All 
these speculations were duly recorded 
on the mups, and the cartographic de- 
lineation of the Niger from 1791 to 1832 
is something wonderful to contemplate. 
It would seem to be a simple matter 
to keep to the river when once it was 
reached, and follow it to its deStination; 
but that was the very thing the ex- 
plorers were unable to do, For one 
reason or other their advance was 
checked before the clue to the mystery 
was obtained, 


Explorers have sometimes amused 
themselves by ridiculing “armchair” 
geographers, who, in the quict of their 
studies, criticise and comment upon the 
work of men in the field. The fact is 
that stay-at-home geographers do as 
much, in their spheres, to advance igeo- 
graphic knowledge as explorers do in 
theirs; and it was the German geogra- 
pher Reichard, in his library at home, 
who solved the Niger riddle, some fif- 
teen years before the Lander brothers,

HOW HER IMMENSE WEALTH WILL

But the contents 
of the new will will never be made pub- 
lic, for Royalty possesses over ordinary 
mortals the advantage of being ex- 
empt from all taxes and probate dues, 
while their wills are regarded as State 
secrets. State secrets are, however, al- 
ways badly kept, und bence, while no 
official publication of Royal wills is 
ever made, their tenor is usually a 
matter of common knowledge,  espe- 
cially in court circles. 

The Queen enjoys the distinction of 
being one of the few English sovereigns 
to have anything to leave, Most of her 
predecessors upon the throne bequeath- 
ed to their successoi's nothing but debts, 
which Parliament was called upon to 
pay. While her Majesty permitted the 
nation thus to settle the liabilities of 
her uncles, King George IV. and King 
William IV., she made a point immedi- 
ately after her accession to pay off in 
full the debts contracted by her fath- 
er, the Duke of Kent. This, and the 
portioning of her daughters and some 
of her grand-daughters, may be said to 
have constituted the only very heavy 
expenses that the Queen has been call- 
ed upon to meet since she ascended the 
throne in 1837. 

HER MAJESTY’S SAVINGS. 

From that time forth until the pre- 
sent day she has been in receipt of a 
civillist amounting toclose upon £600,- 
000 a year. Of this the major portion 
is assigned to definite heads of Royal 
expendilure, but £60,000 per annum is 
devoted to what is called the Queen's 
privy purse, and constitutes her pock-

STATE SECRETS. 


Panishmonts Inflicted for Revealing Di- 
plomatic Secrets, 

Every foreign office in Europe takes 
extraordinary precautions for prevent- 
ing the publication of diplomatic secrets. 
All important despatches are written 
in cipher, and only three or four 
confidential clerks are entrusted with 
the keys by which these communications 
may be translated. The cipher code is 
changed once in three or four years 
in the British Foreign Office so as to 
diminish the risks of the key falling 
into the possession of some other foreign 
office. The diplomatic correspondence 
with the principal capitals is not sent 
by the ordinary mail service, but by 
special agents known as despatch-bear- 
ers. 

With all these precautions state se- 
erets are occasionally revealed. The 
most conspicuous betrayal of trust 
during recent years in England was the 
Publication of the Anglo-Russian Me- 
Morandum by an evening journal in 


Berlin. 

This important diplomatic secret was 
brought to light through the agency 
of a copyist who was employed in the 
room where the document was on the 
file. Having obtained access to it, he 
made a copy of-it, and subsequently al- 


lowed an evening newspaper to pub- 
lish a transcrivt of it. He was pro- 
secuted on a charge of stealing the 


document but the charge was not sus- 
tained, as there was no evidence of ac- 
tual theft of the manuscript. He either 
committed the substance of the agree- 


ment to memory, or made hurried notes 
of the contents upon his cuffs or on 
paper. There was no statute at the 
ime by which this act of treachery 
could be punished, 
The exposure caused 
ance both in England and Ruasia, be- 
cause it pis ed these two powers in 
the unenviable position of agreeing in 
advance upon the provisions and limi- 
tations of a European treaty which 
ali the Great Powers were to sanction

TALK ABOUT MACHINERY! 


THE TOOLS OF TO-DAY COMPARED 
WITH FIFTY YEARS AGO. 
What Prosident John Urite Said at a Meot- 
ing of the ican Society of Me 

chantenl Eng! Ors. 


An interesting contrast between the 
tools and engines with which a modern 
mechanic executes his work and those 
which fare used only so long ago as 
when men now olderly were young, was 
brought out in an address delivered re- 
cently by President John Fritz at a 
meeting of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers. Mir. Fritz was 
well qualified to treat such a subject 
for he began work In a country shop 
sixty years ago, and making his own 
way, first as a mechanic, and then as 
an engineer has risen to the engineer- 
ing control of one of the greatest tron 
works in the world at Bethlehem, Pa., 
and has wcquired the complimentary 
title of “Dean of the steel trade.” His 
address was upon ‘The Progress in the 
Manufacture of Iron and Steel in Am- 
erica and the relations of the Engin- 
eer to it.” 

“My memory of machine shops dates 
back,” he paid. “to 1832. Within a 
short distance from my house there were 
three cotton mills—and lange ones for 
those days—two woollen mills, two card- 
ing mills, and several grist mills.

“Here,” continued, bringing forth 
a tool, “is the very ‘hook-n lathe 
tool with which I did work sixty years 
ago How many are there of you now 
who could even show me how to hold 
it?

The tools were laid side by side, The 
older had a cutting part made of a bar 
of ‘steel half an nahi thick and three- 
fourths of an inch deep, and this was 
set in a round handle of wood.

Washington, June 29.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance haye fixed the 
duty on coal at sixty-seyen cents per 
long ton.

Often dur- 
ing the summer I find plants dead in 
my new beds and should the weather 
be dry then, it is rarely possible to make 
& new one live in its place, but with 
some such tool as this transplanter it 
would be an easy matter to secure a 
perfect stand of plants. 


PRACTICAL FARMING. 


WINTER PRUNING, 


During the winter season a good op- 
portunity is afforded to look through 
one’s orchard, and do pruning, should 
it be necessary, writes Joseph Meehan, 
in the “ Practical Farmer.” It will be 
as well to say at starting that orchards 
do not yoar, as 
many suppose they do. I am often 
asked, ‘When shald my trees be 
pruned #” the questioners evidently be- 
lieving that, as a matter of course, it 
was to be done every year. In or- 
chards growing freely there may be 
branches too close together, one or more 
of which should be cut away. And in 
older orchards limbs may be decaying, 
or where they are of no manner of 
use, and these are better cut away. 
Many young trees can have their growth 
regulated very well by watching them 
in their growing season, and nipping 
off the ends of growing shoots and cut- 
ting away of others. Trees of beau- 
tiful outline are prodticed in this way. 
Where pinched off, there are several 
new shoots take the place of one, and 
when done intelligently, shoots can be 
ben almost wherever they are want- 
ed. 

In the winter season, when the 
branches are bare of leaves, it is eas 
work to see just what a tree needs. It 
may be thnt nothing at all is required, 
the branches ET properly placed, and 
no dead ones to be cut away. Many 
trees are far too crowded with branches, 
and it will be better to make a mistake, 
and cut out too many than to leave 
them crowded. Air and light must get 
to all parts of the tree if we would have 
fruit over all. Lower branches are apt 
to overtop one another too much, and 
in this case some of them suffer. The 
centre of the tree is often too crowd- 
ed for the best results. In these cases 
the saw and hatchet will be needed. And 

re is where a word of warning is re- 
quired. If a branch is not wanted, cut 
it off completely at its base. Do not 
saw it off an inch or two above whére 
it starts out, or you will not effect 
your object. 

When sawed in this way, three or 
four shoots will start out from the 
fart left, and instead of reducing the 
number of branches, an_ increase is 
made, Cut clean to the base, so that

Gold Finds in Hastings. 


Toronto Mail :—The promise of a 
speedy deyelopment of a great 
_ mineral wealth in Hastings and Ad- 
 dington counties seems to exist, and 

the next few months will probably 
‘See @ great adyance and marked 
changes in that locality, where gold 
Mining is now being prosecuted 
with very satisfactory results. 
Some encouraging reports have been 
coming from there for several 
weeks, and now the Sovereign Gold 
Mining and Development Corpora- 
tion, limited, has let a contract for 
the operation of its mines, which 
are situated near those of the De- 
loro, Bannockburn and Craig. This 
corporation has about 800 acres of

_ ducing lands in the above counties, 
besides 200 acres ot very promising 
galena (silver lead) property in 
Frontenac county.

milking. The result is that much of

| There is a general belief that land, 
‘while it is being pastured, must be in- 
creasing in fertility. That is only true 
|for the two, or at most three years 
| while the newly seeded land is perfect- 
|ing its sod, If the land is seeded with 
clover the second year sees it as its 
best, and if the land is kept longer 
|in grass it is at the expense of fertil- 
ity. Quite often the remedy for run- 
| out grass land is to plow it and reseed 
with clover, adding enough phosphate 
and potash fertilizer to give the cloyer 
a start. This is e menieny true of land 
that has a fertile subsoil. Grass roots 
| soon exhaust the fertility near the sur- 
| face ,while there may be stores of min- 
eral plant food in the subsoil which 
only clover roots can reach. With a 
heavy subsoil the part below the usual 
depth of the furrow often becomes too 
hard for roots even of clover to pene- 
trate it. While there is nothing bet- 
ter to deepen soil than aclover growth 
over it, there is often a necessity to 
| use the subsoil plow to break the way, 
and make it possible for clover roots 
| to penetrate the subsoil. If yyvass seed 
is sown with clover it will hold the 
grass much longer in the soil than when 
the field is seeded with grass alone. 
This is true also of many places which 
have always been too rough or stony 
for tilled crops and haye, therefore, 
never been secded with clover. There is 
much such land which for lack of clover 
and mineral fertilizers has been run 
down so that it produces only mosses 
or weeds. A strong harrow run over 
such land, followed with clover and 
grass seed, will often get a good seed- 
ing where nothing of value has grown 
for years, It will pay to use some sta 
ble or barnyard manure to reclai 
such land, for when reseeded it will 
furnish sweeter and more nutritious 
pasture than will the land on level 
surfaces which has been exhausted by 
long-continued cultivation. 


MAKING TIMOTHY HAY. 


At what stage of ripeness shall Tim- 
othy hay be cut and what is the best 
method to follow in securing and hand- 
ling the crop are the questions which 
confront us in considering this ques- 
tion. The value pf Timothy hay de- 
pends upon its composition, digestibility 
and relish, or condition. The composi- 
tion or relative proportion of the food 
elements change with the growth of 
tho plant, and to secure the most de- 
sirable combination of the nutrients in 
the hay it will be necessary to cut the 
grass at the particular tlme that ox- 
periments or experience shows the plant 
to contain the desirable proportions. 
Tho digestibility also varies with tho 
different stages of ripeness. If we 
were to seok the best time for cutting 
to secure the highest percentage of di- 
qostibility we must select the period 
of growth in the plant that shows the |

The boarding school holidays are on, 
but there are several orphans who know 
no other home; girls who haye one by 
one been rescued in the years gone by, 
and who now by their life and convers- 
ation bear witness to the power of 
Christ to save. These girls haye helped 
me much, One of them, a Brahmin 
girl,.who in the past has sometimes 
been ‘troublesome, has been most help- 
ful, ready to do anything for them, 
from singing hymns to cleaning diseas- 
ed heads, This is only the first detach- 
ment and more are expected in a few 
days. The government regulation pro- 
hibiting the adoption of children by 
any except their co-religionist ceases 
to have force from the end of this 
month. Thousands of children have 
been gathered into the goyernment 
poor houses, but at the end of this 
month the Hindus and Mahommedams 
will be giyen an opportunity to adopt as 
many as they Tike. No one expects 
them to do much in the way of rescuing 
and caring for these little ones though 
they are ready enough to raisea howl 
and accuse the government of conniy- 
ing at proselytism by allowing mission- 
aries to care, not only for the bodies, 
but also for the souls of these neglected 
ones. The splendid liberality of the 
Presbyterian Church at home has re- 
lieved our minds of any anxiety as to 
the support of any children we may 
take in. I trust that in the years to 
come our experience may be that of 
other missions where they took in 
famine orphans in the years 77-78, and 
found them to be, as a result of 
Christian influence, training and edu- 
cation, ‘the very backbone of the 
missions.” It is the opinion of many 
that this is but the beginning of dis-, 
tress for India. Much, very much, de- 
pends on this year’s rainfall, but eyen 
if it be satisfactory it will be many 
years before the famine districts re- 
cover themselves. In speaking of India 
at home, I have no doubt some peo 
found it impossible to realize and diffi- 
cult to believe my statements about the 
economic condition of the people; but 
indeed they were not exaggerated. In 
a country where even under fayorable 
circumstances, millions habitually live 
on the very verge of starvation, scarcity 
means distress and death on an enor- 
mous scale.

HOISTING GUNS ON BIG SHIPS. 


The New Freneh Battle Ship Keceiving Her 


Armament. 
The new French battleship, the Bou- 


vel, has this month entered into her 


final stage, that of armament. She is 
Uhe most recent and the most powerful 
battle ship in the French navy. ‘The 
extreme delicacy of her water lines—a 
necessity in order to insure the speed 
of 17.5 knots promised by the builders 
—gives to this great mass of steel of 
12,000 tons displacement, a rare stamp 
of elegance. 

It is more especially during this peri- 
od of armament that the vessel, un- 
ballasted, rising bigh out of the wat- 
er, Shows the beauty of her outlines, 
and the immense strength of her de- 
fensive powers is more clearly seen. 
‘Nhis system of defence is cdfried-to the 
greatest degree of perfection in the Bou- 
vet, whose belt armor, more than two 
metres wide, extends entirely around 
the vessel from bow to stern, and is 
forty centimetres thick, enclosing the 
immense hull. 

‘Chis formidable war engine is further 
protected from a torpedo shock or any 
severe strain by its double bottom and 
the multiplicity of its airtight compart- 
ments. ‘the snip is entirely encased in 
a protective deck. At the Kiel fetes 
foreign offieers were filled with admir- 
ation at this extreme beauty of the 
French ships, but criticised the danger 
presented by the l4-centimetres batter- 
ies of the Hoche amd remarked how 
easily they could be annihilated. The 
lesson ‘has been profitable, and on the 
Bouvet every gun is protected and iso~ 
lated. ‘Lhe pieces of twenty-seven and 
thirty centimetres, which form the 
most important part of the armament, 
are enclosed iia turrets. ; :

BICYCLES IN GREECE. 


An English War Correspondent Who Pre- 


The first eorrespondent to use a 
wheel in the war in Greece arrived in 
London a few weeks ago. He is Wil- 
liam Alfwed Pollock, of the Morning 
Post, Speaking of the roads, Mr. Pol- 
lock said: 

“They are pretty bad, of course, but 
to the bicycle no carriage road is im- 
possible. Sometimes I had to get offand 
walle a mile of two. Sometimes it was 
I that did the carrying and not the 
machine. But this waa seldom, and 
never for any great distance. On the 
other hand the zigzag cuttings up, the 
many mountain passes are so well grad- 
ed that it is quite possible to ride up 
them if the surface be good and the 
wind firiendly. Riding down—and my 
machine had no brake—one had to re- 
member that the corners of these twists 
are not banked, and the khud, as they 
call it in India, often offers many hun- 
dred feet of sheer drop. 

“ Forttunately for me the bicycle is 
still almost unknown in Greece, so no 
one tried to steal it. But my tool bag 
was stolen on three separate occasions. 
And before they stole the bag itself 
they took out of it the nice little tin 
box containing the ‘outfit,’ for repair- 
ing the tires. No doubt this elegant 
little case, tightly sealed as it was, ap- 
pealed more to the thief than the more 
prosaic spanner and oileoan. However, 
a lieutenant on the Dryad gave me a 
piece of rubber strap and some naph- 
tha solution which they use with their 
torpedoes. Going out to Volo next 
morning I left the machine in the ten- 
der of the locomotive, all among the 
coal, so that there was ample time for 
bag and all to take to itself wings. 
Only the naked bicycle was left at Vel- 
estino. 

“ By this time my success in out- 
stripping other correspondents in the 
Several races to telegraph offices was 
becoming notorious, and bicycles be- 
came quite common adornments of the 
carriages in which my colleagues chief- 
ly travelled, 

" Not only did the bicycle provemuch 
faster ,even on the Greek roads, than 
either the Greek horse or carriage, but 
to sling it on to a train or steamer 
was the work of a moment, and a 
horse is by no means so easily manipu- 
lated. On three most important occa- 
sions my stuff reached England at least 
a whole day in front of that sent by 
any other English correspondent, 
thanks to the bicycle every time.”

So he carries a sample chair with him on 
his back, and when meal-time or night 
overtakes him he plants himeelf down 
wherever he chances to be and enjoys a 
repaet of rice and prunes or goes to rloep 
for the night. Chang is partial to high- 
Ways, and many people have heen puz- 
zled to cee him huddled up in his chair 
at tho side of some suburban road, oalm- 

aiting for the morrow. 

Le Mes time ago Chang was told that 
he could not occupy the streets at night 
unless he hung out a lantern, for the 
Jaw was explicit on the point that ob- 
structions should be indicated by lights 
after dusk. This did not discourage the 
Chinese, and he at once seonred a beacon, 
which he hangs from the back of his 
obair now upon retiring, 

Chang is a property holder and owns 
a lot in partnership. with another Chi- 
nese, on Exst Fourteenth street. Never- 
theless he considers himself too poor to 
afford a place in which to sleep and eat. 
He walks through Alameda and Contra 
Dosta counties, repairing chairs and 
@onkes fairly good wages thereby, He 
has put in the past week in Oakland and 
will now strike out on his country beat, 
to be gone two months. 

Among the Chinese of this city he is 
looked upon with suspicion, for they con- 
sider his ways radically inconsistent and 
absurd. Nevertheless, Chang Wee is 
making a good living and saving all but 
a mite of it, 


Novel Business for a Woman, 
Miss Edna Waymach does all sorts of 
out-door advertising work, such as paint- 
ing on barn sides, signboards, roofs of 
houses and the like. She is not afraid of 
scaffold or ladder, and will scale a rope 
ladder up a mountain side and work 
there for hovrs at a time if her contract 
calls for it, She is fearless and enjoys 
her work. She engaged with a local to- 
bacco company, and with a rule, penoll, 
brushes and bucket she assumed com- 
mand of the side of a brick building and 
commenced her work.

effect of these boards has been most 
wholesome, Disputes between employers 
and employes have been reduced to a 
minimum. The weaker party will yield 
rather than risk the payments of costs 
unless he has a good cause. But the 
workingmen in particular are delight- 
ed with the system. 

“New Zealand is now very prosper- 
ous compared to what it was a few 
years ago. Thus prosperity is attrib- 
uted to the land tax and land policy 
of the government. This is not the sin- 
gle tax, but approaches it in principle, 
The land tax is not a tax on land, but 
a tax on land values. It ranges from a 
peony to the pound to threepence to 
the pound, with an extra penny added 
for absentees. The effect of this has 
been reduced to alien ownership. Euro- 
pean landlords soon get tired of pay- 
ing the Heavy tax, They very soon be- 
come more than willing to sell out in 
small parcels and at low figures. This 
has precisely the effect intended—it 
gives actual settlers an Sopontnity, to 
obtain homes at reasonable figures. 
Large estates are rapidly breaking up: 
in afew years they will cease to exist. 
I should say in this connection that ac- 
tual settlers are permitted to have land 
to the value of £500 exempt from tax- 
ation. Besides this we have the gradu- 
ated income tax. All incomes under £300 
are exempt; from £300 to £1000 the 
tax is 2 1-2 per cent.; all over £1000 
pays 5 per cent tax. All corporations 
and absentees pay the full 5 per cent. 
without exemption. These two taxes 
take the place of the old’ property tax, 
which has been abolished. 

“The Government obtains large 
tracts of land which it leases to actual 
settlers for 999 years. If the 
settler is deserving, and he can not 
lease the land, if he is not, the goy- 
eroment will

The Toad. 

Its great value to the pomologist and 
gardener has been fully established, on 
account of its destroying insects, 
especially those injurious to vegetation. 
We should, therefore, cultivate its 
friendship and assistance as well as 
that of birds, Every ,tidy housewife 
detests the cockroach and other vermin. 
Two or three domesticated toads will 
keep the coast clear of these. The toad 
is possessed of a timid and retiring 
nature, loving dark and shady places, 
but under kind treatment becomes quite 
tame. Many instances are cited of pet 
toads remaining several years in fami- 
lies, and doing valuable seryice. All 
that is necessary to secure their co- 
operation, indoor or out, is to provide 
them cool and safe retreats by day, 
conyenient access to water, and they 
will go forth to the performance of 
their nocturnal duties ** without money 
and without price.” In Europe toads 
are carried to the market, and pur- 
chased by the horticulturists, who by 
their aid are enabled to keep in check 
the multiplication of the insect tribes 
which prey upon their fruits, etc.

Lightning’s Work. 
Damage Done In’ Madoc Village and Through- 
out the County. 

The great heat of last week culminat- 
ed ina terrific thunder storm on Sun- 
day, which swept over the village 
shortly after noon. The storm came 
up with the usual swiftness, and ono of 
the first blinding flashes of lightning 
struck the tall spire of the Methodist 
Church, wrecking it from the top down 
to the roof of the building, the main 
body of which happily escaped without 
damage. Mr, John Drummond, care- 
taker of the church, was in the gallery 
at the time, closing the windows, and 
the shock knocked him under one of 
the seats. He had a fortunate escape 
from injury. The trustees of thechurch 
have already taken steps to have the 
damage to the spire repaired, It ap- 
pears that the usual insurance on the 
church will not cover this case, as only 
‘damage by fire” is covered by the in- 
surance policy, During the same storm 
the larga barn on Mr. Thos. Cross’s 
place was struck and a number of 
boards knocked off, besides trees in 
various parts of the village were either 
struck by the lightning or blown down 
by the hurricane of wind that accom- 
panied the storm, The rain fall was 
the heaviest experienced for many years, 
_ Reports from the country show that 
in many sections the storm was also 
seyere. A great deal of grain was 
levelled to the ground, fences blown 
down, and other damage done. Mr.W. 
H. Kells, near Queensboro, had a valu- 
able mare and colt killed in the field. 
Richard Goggins’ barn, in the Irish 
Settlement, was struck by lightning 
and set on fire, but neighbors succeeded 
in putting out the flames before much 
damage was done, 

At Stirling the storm was seyerely 
felt. The lightning struck the steeple 
of the Methodist church near the top 
and damaged it considerably. The 
plaster was also torn from the ceiling 
of the.interior. A house occupied by a 
man named Windsor, near the church, 
was struck by the lightning and badly 
damaged, but no one was hurt.

the heavy entrance gates may find his 
way to a smooth and shady lawn lying 
on one side of the plain, red-brick struc- 
ture known as “ Marlborough House.” 
Until the beginning of the present cen- 
tury the descandants of John Church- 
ill, the first Duke of Marlborough, liv- 
ed in the mansion. But upon the mar- 
riage of Prince Leopold, afterwards 
King of Belgium, to the young Princess 
Charlotte it became the scene of their 
brief but happy union. Later the Dow- 
ager Queen Adelaide found a home 
there. At her death it afforded room 
for the art collection which developed 
into the South Kensington Museum,and 
in the year 1863 it passed to its pre- 
sent owners. 

In the current number of The Cos- 
mopolitan there is a pleasantly writ- 
ten article descriptive of the outward 
appearance and the internal economy 
of the royal mansion. Architecturally it 
is unpretentious enough. A narrow 
carriage-way leads up to a spacious 
quadrangle formed by the main build- 
ing and its wings, and here is the main 
entrance to the house guarded by a row 
of fine bay trees set in wooden boxes. 
Sentries are constantly on duty at the 
gates and a number of police officers 
are also on hand day and night. One 
of them in plain clothing is detailed to 
follow the Princess of Wales, always at 
a respectful distance, should she walk 
abroad alone, which she usually doesin 
going to York House. On one side of 
the quadrangle is the block of build- 
ings devoted to the domestic depart- 
ment of Mariborough House. Here is 
situated the kitchen, 35 by 25 feet in 
extent and fitted with every modern 
convenience. There is only one kit- 
chen, but it is conveniently placed and 
not like that in Buckingham Palace, a 
quarter of amile distant from the royal 
dining apartment. The stables are 
stocked with between 40 and 50 horses, 
none too many for the large household. 
Under a glass enclosure the royal car- 
riages are placed to be cleaned, and 
among them is the “ Russian,’ uphois- 
tered in dark blue Morocco, and the 
Prince’s brougham, a miusterpiece of 
comfort and convenience and lined in 
tne same color. Opposite the domestic 
department are the offices where Sir 
Leighton *robyn, the Comptroller of 
the Househola, transacts affairs, and 
Sir Francis Knollys, the Prince’s Pri- 
vate Secretary. ‘here are no consery- 
atories on the place, but a species of 
substilute exists in the glass-covered 
portico upon which the drawing room 
opens into the garden. its floor is 
tiled in blue and yeltow, and it is fur- 
nished with a view purely te com- 
fort. Here guests smoke anu lounge 
on the Turkey-red couches, while a 
small, white marble fountain,luxuriant 
with ferns und water plants, Linkles 
night and day. 

‘ithe drawing room of Mariborough 
House is of spacious proportions. It 
is enlarged from what was formerly a 
suite of three apartments and pillars 
mark the original divisions. Amongst 
the objects of virtu to be seen there 
are two Louis XVI. cabinets mounted 
in ormolu, inlaid with exquisite woods 
and ivory plaques. Its western door 
leads to the famnous Indian room, a 
favorite with the Princess of Wales, 
and where dinner parties of medium 
size are given. ‘Dhis room, form- 
erly (he library, is stocked with price- 
less treasures of art in curios, Wren 
ons, and jewels, among them a gold 
tray from Mysore, a wonderful piece 
of workmanship. A short passage leads 
from it to the Princess’ painting- 
room, and on to the tapestry room, 
also known as Her Royal Highness’ sit- 
ting-room, though she seldom uses it. 
Thence by the main corridor the east- 
ern side of the house is reached, and 
here is the household dining-room, 25

Ing to her private tastes. ‘The furni- 
ture is covered with dainty frilled slips 
in red silk; Indian rugs cover the floor;

are always burning. The room is de- 
corated in white and gold, the walls are 
hung with satin damask of chintz pat- 
tern, and the curtains are red, Upon 
her Highness’ writing table a bonbon- 
niere stands always filled with confec- 
tions. Her wardrobe room is on the 
second floor over the kitchen (1). The 


Prince’s is on the opposite side of the 
house. A thorough artist, she designs 
her own gowns, and has a knack for 


millinery, cultivated, no doubt, in her 
youth of happy poyerty in Denmark. 

The routine of her day is a combin- 
ation of private and public functions, 
In the morning, like any other lady of 
leisu she works alitile at her easel, 
tries over new music, receives friends 
and rolatives, attends to rsonal cor-

‘The. reading of the candidates 
was in the greater number of cases 
poor, In many schools too little atten- 
tion is given to oral reading. Litera- 
ture (intelligent reading) is well taught 

 eyen to the neglect of expressive read- 
ing. ‘Twenty-four candidates failed to 
attain in oral reading the standard re- 
quired for passing, 

As will be seen some schools have 
done very well, others have done fairly 
well, too many have not done well. 
The remedy for lack of success is in the 
hands of trustees and parents. Irregu- 
larity of attendance on the part of 
pupils and carelessness and false econ- 

~ omy in securing and retaining teachers 

are the real causes of the greater part 

—of school inefficiency. Were our 

teachers selected with the same care, 
intelligence and regard for the public 
interests as cheese-makers are selected 
a transformation would speedily be ef- 
fected in our Public schools. 

Successful candidates should at the 
close of the vacation enter a High 
school or, if that cannot be, a Fifth 
class in a Public school.

As he 
approached Bilacksod Bay last Sunday 
morning ths enemy apparred and 
cleared for action.

Recently the news was published of 
the total annihilation of the 
and secret expedition led by Baron 
Dhanis from the Congo Free State to 
fhe headquarters of the Nile. Every 
member of the expedition, 6,000 in all, 
is said bo have fallen. An additional 
horror is cast over the news by the 
surmise that most of them were roast- 
ed and eaten by the conquerors. For 
cannibal tribes abound in the region 
of the Congo Basin where Baron Dhan- 
is and his six thousand men were 
out to pieces. 

By a curious coincidence fast on the 
heels of this grewsome news, there has 
recently been published an account of 
the Baron's first and successful expe- 
dition for the mastery of the Congo 
Basin. The author is Captain Sidney 
Langford Lynde, who was second in 
command under Baron Dhanis. The ex- 
pedition started out in 1892, under the 
auspices of the Belgian government, 
and was for two years engaged in a 
deadly warfare with the Zanzibar 
Arabs and the native tribes under their 
domination, 

The Zanzibar Arabs are the most 
noted slave hunters and slave dealers 
in the world. Their native allies are 
nearly all cannibals.

Queer Beverages of the Inhabitants of the 
Celestial King tomy, 


There pre no drunkards in China, 
neither is there an excise law. And 
yet it is as easy to get intoxicated 
in China as elsewhere, and perhaps 
easier, for drinks are cheaper. Wine of 
all kinds has been known and drunk, 
in the celestial kingdom since the days 
of the Chau dynasty, some 2,000 years 
B.C. Everybody drank the fermented 
Grape juice in those days, and a gold 
cure establishment would have coined 
money had it existed. , 

Things went from bad to worse, until! 
one of the emperors of the Chau dy- 
nasty went upon a protracted spree. 
When he began to “see things’ he stop- 
ped short, and reformed, and demanded 
information om the part of all his sub- 
jects. He decreed the instant destruc- 
tion of all wine cellars, distilleries and 
saloons. Since then wine made of the 
grape has been unfashionable in China, 
and scarcely any is made there or 
used. 

Sherry, port and whiskey have become 
rather popular {n China during the last 
half century, but they consider it as 
food, and only taken at and with meals, 
Among the native beverages is shoa- 
shing, a palish brown mixture, the 
taste of which suggests ripe hickory 
nuts, It is served at all state banquets 
and also at private dinners, When 
cloudy; when warm it grows 
clear, emitting a peculiarly pleasant 
odor, 

What shoa-shing is to the upper class- 
es, sam-shui is to the masses. It is 
made from rice, and is its triple dis- 
t\llate. Old sam-shui is very expen- 
sive and tastes like old sherry 

Koa-l ng is made from Mongol'an mill- 
let, and bears & family resemblance to 
rye whiskey. It is drunk only in north- 
ern China,.but it hasa large use inthe 
making of liqueurs. Of these latter, 
unk-ka-peh or wo-shia-pi is the best 
known. It is thick, oily and yellow, 
jand is a cross between yellow Char- 
treuse and benedictine. Ita tate is 
sweetish and aromatic, and it has a 
great reputation as an appetizer. Other 
liqueurs made from kou-ling are moo- 
qua, made of koa-ling and melon; meu- 
kwai-loo, ying-toa, and hundreds of

SUPPLYING MINORS, 


The regulations covering the sale 
of liquor to minors have been made

nor more than $50 for each offence. 
This, however, does not apply to 
where liquor ie sold to a person 
under 21 years of age, upon the 
written order of his parent or guard- 
jan. 

Furthermore, minors must not be 
allowed to loiter in or about bar 
rooms where liquor is dispensed, 
and if any person apparently under 
21 years of age, unaccompanied by 
a parent or guardian, and is not a 
resident or bonatide lodger or board- 
er on the premises, is permitted to 
hang around, without good and suf. 
ficient reason, the license holder 
and the young person are each 
liable toa penalty of not less than 
$2 nor more than $10 and costs. 

The Prohibition of the sale to 
minors is made applicable also to 
clubs.

LEADER WHITNEY GIVEN A HEARTY RE- 
CEPTION, AND OUTLINES THE CON- 
SERVATIVE POLICY. 

The Conservatives of North Hastings 
ynet in convention in the Masonic Hall, 
Madoc, on Thursday last, and after the 
nomination of several candidates, and 
the taking of a ballot thereon, they 
made choicé of Mr. William John Allen, 
of Madoc township, as their standard 
bearer in the next election for the Local 
Legislature. 

There was a large gathering of dele- 
gates and members of the party present 
from all partsof the Riding, Addition- 
al interest was taken in the proceedings 
as Mr. J. P. Whitney, the Conservative 
leader in the Local House, was an- 
nounced to be present and address a 
public meeting during the afternoon. 

Mr. Whitney,accompanied by Messrs. 
H. Corby, M. P., E. Cochrane, M.P.P., 
East Northumberland, W. B. Northrup, 

ex-M.P,, J, S. Dench, Warden of the 
County, W, P. Hudson, ex-M. P. P., 
Ald, Falkiner, ex-President of the 
West Hastings Conservative Associa- 
tion, and J. F, Wills, Secretary of the 
above Association, arriyed by train 
from Belleyille shortly before 1 p.m. 
They were met at the station by oyer a 
hundred prominent Conservatives of 
the riding and the Madoc brass band. 
The party were driven in carriages 
through the principal streets of the 
yillage and conducted to the Windsor 
hotel, where dinner was awaiting 
them, 

» SELECTION OF A CANDIDATE. 


Mr. F, J. Thompson, President of the 
Liberal Conseryatiye Association of 
North Hastings, called the delegates to 
order at two o'clock, and in a brief ad- 
dress stated the object for which the 
conyention had been called, and asked 
for nomination of candidates. The fol- 
lowing nominations were made :— 

Jas. Duncan, Rawdon; Wm. John 
Allen, and Jas, English, Madoc Town- 
ship; A. F. Wood and James White, 
Madoc Village; J. W. Pearce and W. 
E. Gladney, Maraora; W. S. Martin 
and J. E. Halliwell, Stirling; F. J. 
Thompson, Queensboro; Jas, Haggerty, 
M.P,P,, Huntingdon. 

‘The nominees were called to the plat- 
form, and after making short speeches 
all withdrew, with the exception of 
Jas. English. W. J. Allen, and James 
Haggerty, M.P.P. 

Before a ballot was taken on these 
three names the delegates decided, on 
motion, to support the choice of the 
convention if the nominees would do 


the same, Messrs, English and Allen 
agreed to this proposition and the 


ballot resulted as follows. 

William John Allen, 66; Jas,English, 
57, and Jas. Haggerty, M. P.P., 5. 

Upon motion of Mr. English the nom- 
ination was made unanimous amid loud 
applause. 

Mr. Allen, the choice of the party, 
thanked the convention most heartily 
and promised to do his utmost to lead 
the party to yictory, He thanked Mr. 
English warmly for moving that the 
nomination be unanimous. He trusted 
the Conservatives of North Hastings 
would giye him their hearty support. 
He was a farmer and a life-long sup- 
porter of Conservative principles and 
the Conservative party, While he was 
making a sacrifice in allowing himself 
to be placed in nomination, that went 
for nothing so long as he could lead the 
party to victory, He would begin work 
at once, and he urged thé delegates to 
use their utmost endeayors to roll upa 
handsome majority, (Applause.) 

THE SPEECHES. 


The hall was well crowded when Mr, 
Whitney and party entered at the con- 
elusion of the business meeting. The 
first speaker was Mr. E. Cochrane,M.P, 
for East Northumberland, after which 
Mr, F. J. Thompson presented the fol- 
lowing address to Mr, Whitney from 
tho Conservative Associatian of North 
Hastings : 


To J. P, Whitney, Esq., Q, C., M.P,P., 
Leader of the Ontario Opposition 
in the Local Legislature. 


On behalf of the Liberal Conseayat- 
ives of North Hastings I tender you a 
hearty welcome to this part of the 
province, 

We do so with greater pleasure on 
this particular occasion for the reason 
that it will give the delegates to the 
Conservative Convention from the 


opportunity to make the perepaal ac- 
quaintance of the leader o: their party 
in Ontario, and one who, it is hoped 
and expected, will be, after another 
election, the Premier of the proyince. 

We have read of yeur acts as a pri- 
vate member of the House, We know 
how well you have filled the position of 
Leader of the Opposition, and through 
the press reports of your declaration of 
policy for ERE BOYES at the different 
meetings held in different localities 
have reached us, and we most heartily 
endorse them. 

We entirely agree with your declara- 
tion that a change is positively neces- 
sary in the best interests of the country. 
We believe that if placed at the head of 
the Government by the voice of the 
people, you can be trusted to honestly 
and henorably administer its affiairs, 
and in order to secure so desirable 
an object we have this day nominated

THE LEADER'S ADDRESS. 


The prominence of Mr. Whitney, as 
leader of the Ontario Conservatives,calls 
for a more than usually full report of 
his remarks, and THe Review therefore 
is enabled to present its readers with a 
verbatim report of his speech, taken in 
shorthand by Miss 'Tivy, a cleyer young 
lady late of Coe HilJ, but now a resi- 
dent of Madoc. Mr. Whitney spoke as 
follows :— 

Mr. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND GEN'T- 


LEMEN OF NortH HastinGs,—I beg 
leave most heartily—-most cordially 
—to thank you for your kind recep- 
tion. I fully appreciate the kindness 
and confidence that has prompted 
it, and trust you will pardon any 
failure on my part to come up to 
your high ideal. With regard to 
its personal application I can only 
hope—as you all hope—that our 
efforts for the best interests of the 
country shall be a success. I pro- 
pose, to the best of my ability in 
whatever capacity I am or may be 
placed as a public man, to serve 
these interests, and for that end I 
have accepted the position that I 
now hold, and all that I can do I 
place at the disposal of the Liberal 
Conservative party of Ontario. 
With regard to the several subjects 
tu which you have referred in the 
address I shall endeayor at a later 
period in my remarks to deal briefly 
with them. I can only thank you 
again for the confidence expressed 
in me in your kindly address. 

That « person in my position and 
oceupied as I have been for some 
time and iuust be for some time to 
come, has come to realize that the 
position is no light one, and that the 
responsibility is very great indeed, 
will surprise no one. I am glad, how- 
ever,in the discharge of these duties 
to be here in the historic riding of 
North Hastings, (Cheers.) I know 
well the history of this riding, and 
could spend hours in referring to 
the eminent men who have moulded 
its political history, but the time at 
my disposal will not permit. Snuf- 
fice it to say that they have made 
their mark and attained positions of 
which any public man may well be 
proud. And Lam glad to see here 
with me on the platform my friend, 
Mr. Wood. The intimate associa- 
tions with him in public life for 
several years has been, from his 
wide knowledge of public matters, 
& source of benefit to inyself person- 
ally, and I am glad to be able to 
Say and to have the opportunity to 
State at the threshold of his home 
that his services to his country de- 
serves the thanks of the Liberal 
Conservative party and of the whole 
country. (Cheers.) Iam also glad 
to meet the many personal and 
political friends who haye assembled 
here today. Iam glud to meet the 
nominee of your conyention, and as 
you state, so I believe, he will be 
the next member for North Hastings 
in the Loeal Legislature. (Lond

cheers.) If Ontario throughout had 


the same record for organization 
and work there would be no doubt 
as to what the outcome of the next 
election would be. As it is I be- 
lieve we shall carry the country. 
(Loud cheers.) I do not propose to 
detain you at great Jength, it would 
be an outrage upon your patience 
after the hours you have been in 
convention, but I ask you to excuse 
me for a half hour or so as I briefly 
refer to some of the matters to 
which your address has called my 
attention. 

Mr. Whitney then referred to the 
coal duties in Nova Scotia—the 
railway deals of Prince Edward 
Island and their demand for a half 
million more—“ when the whole 


Island could be put inside of the 
County of Hastings and leave room 
for a moderate sized county beside.” 

Mr. Whitney continued—Ladies 
and gentlemen, I will now say 
something with regard to the 
finances of the province, a subject 
which I sometimes feel myself not 
very well adapted to. First, what 
does every man do who starts out in 
life having married and got him a 
home. He sits down, takes stock of 
his income and says, “If I am to 
succeed I must live within my 
means.” “The expenses must not be 
greater than my annual income or 
I shall find myself in debt.” That 
is the problem to each government 
in each province. Each province 
has its resources. First, the sub- 
sidy given by the Dominion Govern- 
ment; second, the Crown timber 
and lands; third, licenses. When 
John Sandfield McDonald was 
Premier he lived within the income 
of the province and sayed over 33,- 
000,000, which was a cash surplus. 
The Grit party came in. They had 
the same resources that John Sand- 
field MeDonald had and this $3,090,- 
Q00 besides that he had saved. 
Did they pursue tne same policy ? 
No. They began to live beyond 
their income. To meet this over 
expenditure they sold the Crown 
timber in great blocks. John Sand- 
field McDonald had done the same 
thing with this difference, he laid 
aside the money got for the timber 
and only used the interest of it for 
the annual expenses of the country. 
What did the Liberal Government 
do? They spent the whole of the 
purchase money and laid by noth- 
ing. By and by these annual sales 
were not sufficient and they began 
to use John Sandfield MeDonald’s 
surplus until it was all gone. Then 
they took the license money from 
the municipalities, and they put a 
tax on dead men’s estates, and yet 
they were behind and had to borrow 
money. How? By making a direct 
loan the same as in the Domin- 
ion Government ?: Oh, no! To do 
that would be'to publish to all and 
singular that what they were claim- 
ing from year to year asa surplus 
was a fraud! What did they do ? 
Issued aunuities payable in forty 
years. Most people unacquainted 
with the term ask what are annui- 
ties? Simply promises to pay or 
notes, and they have issued these 
from time to time until now they 
amount to over 3,000,000. And 
this provinee to-day is selling its 
last timber limits. With anexpend- 
iture this year of more than $750,- 
000 beyond the income, the timber 
all sold, John Sandfield’s surplus all 
squandered and $3,000,000 of debt 
created, what is next? Direct tax- 
ation or cut down the expenditure 
or borrow more money and get 
deeper into debt. This is no fancy 
picture, it is stern facts. 

Mr. Whitney made some further 
criticisms on the finances. He re- 
ferred to a newspaper statement 
“that Whitney would do well fora 
time but the Tupper government 
would influence him,” to which he 
made a humorous rejoinder and then 
turned his attention to the License 
Law. 

“You know,” said Mr. Whitney, 
“here, as every body knows, in On

A TERRIFIC EXPLOSION.

Four Women and Two Men Killed — Two 
Patally and Several Others Seriously

A despatch from New Haven, Conn., 
says:—The worst explosion since the 
establishment of the Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Company in this city 
took place at the armory of this con 
cern on Wednesday morning. Six per- 
|sons were instantly killed; two were 
fatally injured, and at least a dozen’ 
more or less seriously hurt. The list of 
dead as given out by the police and 
medical examiners includes:—Wm. F. 
Baumer, Mrs. Mary Baumeister, Miss 
Josie Brennan, Miss Ida Brown, Wil- 
liam Hill, Miss Tracy Conroy. Fatally 
‘imjured:—Geo. Bardorff, Edward Bar- 
(ts The explosion occurred in that 
department which is known as the 
|loading room. Employed im this room 
were 150 hands, ubout 100 of whom 
Were girls and women. Nearly all of 
|the women are employed on what are 
[known as the loading machines. It 
Wasabout 9.30 o0’clock in the morning 
when the fearful explosion occurred. 
|The full complements of hands wus at 
work in the room when the explosion 
took place. In an instant the air was 
filled with shrieks and agonizing cries. 
|Porty feet of the side of the building 
,was blown out and hurled in pieces 
many feet. A hurry call was sent for 
all available physicians. The fire de- 
partment, the police, the ambulance 
and hospital corps were speedily sum- 
{moned, and the work of caring for 
the dead and injured was begun. One 
of the victims who had not been kill- 
ed was partially disemboweled. If a 
victim was seen to be alive he was ten- 
| derly cared for and despatched with 
all speed to his home or to the hos- 
pital. The officials of the company 
expended every effort to assist in the 
,work of relief. They caused to be 
|rounded up so far as possible those of 
|their employees who were in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the explosion. The

EAT AND HEAT.

The Kind of Food to Avoid in the Summer 
Time. 


‘All foods ame productive of energy: 
all energy evolves heat; therefore, all 
foods are heat-producing agents. But 
some are so greatly superior to others 
in this respect as to merit the name 
of the heat-producing foods. These aro 
the etarches, sugars and fats—ani- 
mal fats mainly—for those of vege- 
table origin are most effective, it is 
asserted, in the work of cleansing the 
intestinal canal, supplying heat only to 
a very limited degree. These food pro- 
ducts burn or oxidize very readily 
within as without the body, giving out 
heat ab the result, and being first 
changed by the wonderful process of 
digestion as they pass through the 
alimentary canal before entering the 
blood. \AS a matter of course, it fol- 
lows that starches, sugars and fats 
should be avoided when the mainten- 
ance of high degree of animal heat is 
undesirable; or, to particularize, that 
such starchy vegetables as rice, pota- 
toes, etc. are better winter than sum- 

mer foods; that sweets should not be 
extensively indulged in during the 
heated term; that fats should be used 
even more sparingly and that all these 
! foods should be restored to favour again 
when colder weather makes a ereat 
amount of animal heat o desideratum.

Vonsequently i¢ Is really a merciful 
end yroper act to remove the horns 
srompuch a beast,and in fact from all 
uorned cattle, so all the remaining 
ones may be freed from danger of in- 
jury and trom ponstant annoyance. 
So (eee ee in the ey of 
an ry ing as practi by 
stockmen, is really an act of morcy, 
thereby preventing the misery whioh 
would follow from want of food, and 
it is the same with many other painiul 
operations which are performed for the 
purpose of preventing much greater in- 
convenience.

That skeleton, Gilbert Mosher 
told his son, was all that was left of 
Charley Ross; that the bright little boy 
was murdered in that house or the one 
adjoining on the corner of South Fifth 
avenue. Ellsworth Mosher has now for 
the first time disclosed the statement 
made to him by his father. 

Had William Mosher and his 
plices been successful in getting the re- 
ward they asked for the return of Char- 
ley Ross, y would have opened a ori- 
minal business that would have brought 
terror and peaey into many house- 
holds. (Ae it was, there were many iml- 
tatora of the orime of child-stealing, 
but it always brought trouble to those 
engaged in it. ‘he life of little Char- 
ley Ross, therefore, may be said to have 
saved the United States from a horrid 
industry which, managed by such a 
heamless wretch as illiam Mosher, 
proves to be, would have wrecked many

Against the Salmon Canners, 


Fifty canners of Fraser River, B.O., 
representing millions of dollars, will 
bave considerable trouble this year 
with their 2,000 fishermen regarding 
the amount to be paid for fish. In con- 
sequence of the low price now ruling 
for salmon in the London market, 4 
number of the canners have reduced 
the price of fish for the present to 8 
cents each, The price paid last year 
wns 25 conta and fishermen rogara- 
ed that figure as too low. Strange to 
say, the Indians were first to show 
discontent, and they now threaten to 
return home unless they get 25 cents 
a fish as previously, Phe other fisher- 
men, both white and Japanese, stand | 
by the red men, and it was decided to 
hold a moss meeting of the fishermen 
at Stevenson and thoroughly discuss 
the question.
